With new federal regulations 
for fuel storage due to hit in 1998, 
Joe Barry, owner of Joe Barry's 
Oil Co. on Main Street, approach- 
ed the Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen Monday night with a 
request to move his storage tanks 
above ground. But after residents 
of Clark Street, which abuts the 
oil company. voiced opposition to 
the move and leveled attacks 
against the company and Barry, he 
withdrew the request. 

“FIL just put the tanks back in 
the ground,” he said. “I think 
underground] is the best way to 
go. but if [the ncighbors] don’t 
think so I'll just, before 1998, put 
ans back in the ground.” 

arry. and Bill Baird, a profes- 
sional engincer, said that the 
‘ound tanks, which would 
tood a foot off the ground 
crete tubs capped with cano- 
. would offer a more environ- 
mentally sound system for storing 
the 80,000 gallons of home heat- 
ing oil Barry keeps on his prop- 
erty. Barry said he chose this way 
to meet the federal regulations. 
despite its higher cost than re 
placing his existing underground 
tanks with approved new under- 
ground tanks, because above 
ground tanks are easier to monitor 
and less likely to cause contamina- 
tion in the scat of a spill. 

But some residents said they did 
not want what they feel is already 
an cyesore. the back yard of the 
oil company. comp! d by the 
appearance of tanks above the 
ground. Others felt the above 
ground tanks could create a safety 
hazard for neighborhood children. 

For his request, Barry received 

ye recommendations from 

chief, the building inspec- 
tor and the director of public 
health, but had a negative reaction 
from the planning board and at 
least two selectmen - Bob Cain 
and Michael McCoy. 

The planning board said that 
Barry's industrial use conflicts 
with the newly rezoned area his 
business lies in. That area was 
zoned from General Industrial to 
General Business at the 1994 An- 
nual Town Meeting for the crea- 
tion of a “central business dis- 


trict”. Planning Board Chairman 
Carole Hamilton, in attendance 
Monday night. said moving the 
tanks above ground would consti- 
tute an expansion of the business, 
which under the new zoning 
guidelines would require a special 
permit from the board of appeals. 

As licensing authority, select- 
men could have simply issued the 
hew permit, but Cain and McCoy 
said they Opposed the move, Mc- 
Coy for planning reasons. Cain 
for safety concerns. 

“It’s just too close to the main 
drag,” McCoy said. “There's too 
much traffic. not Jo mention the 
residents.” 

Cain said that given the location 
of the business. underground tanks 
made more sense, Cain's brother 
Fred, a former Clark Street resi- 
dent, leveled personal attacks 
against Barry in saying he 
opposed the above ground tanks. 

“Now, I'm not for putting Mr. 
Barry out of business, but Mr. 
Barry has had no consideration

To aid the permanent building 
committee in its continuing task of 
disseminating the Wilmington 
Space Needs Study and choosing 
an option for the town, a working 
meeting of major town boards 
will be held at Town Hall in early 
December.

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Football team chalks up 8th win as 
fans jump off the bandwagon 


The ill effects of last week's loss 
hindered the Blue and White, but the 
Cats battled through it and beat 
Hamilton-Wenham 20-7 in a wet, 
sloppy game played at Alumni Field in 
Wilmington on Saturday afternoon. 

Instead of last week's 5,000 fans 
watching the Wilmington High School 
foot ce. around 100 wet ones 
watched a flat Wilmington team win 
its cighth game of the season. With 
their 8-1 overall record, Wilming- ton 
was climinated from Super Bowl play 
when North Andover defeated 
Newburyport on Friday night - the 
Scarlet Knights will be making their 
second Division Four Super Bowl ap- 
pearance in the last three years. 

Head coach Bob Almeida realizes 
that his team ts still hurting from last 
week's 35-8 devastating loss to North 
Andover. 

“We hate to admit it, but we are still 
feeling the effects of last week. We 
were a little flat today. I thought we 
played hard, but we were missing 
something,” Almeida said. 

Hamilton- Wenham started with the 
ball at their own 34-yard line to get the 
game underway. After four Sean 
Tulloch carries, the Generals decided 
to punt on fourth down at their own 42. 
As Vincent Gaudenzi took the snap, 
Wilmington's defensive end Mike 
OToole took off, and he went into 
Gaudenzi, therefore, a roughing the 
kicker penalty was called and H/W got 
a first down at the Wilmington 42- 
yard line. 


Afier two plays in which they gained 
a yard, H/W was called for two con- 
secutive false start penalties, pushing 
the ball back ten yards. Another in- 
complete pass forced them to punt 
again and Wilmington took over at 
their own 34-yard line with 7:22 re- 
maining in the first quarter. 

On the first play from scrimage, 
Sean Kerrigan (16 carries for 135 
yards) gained 9 yards on a nice cut- 
back move to the middle from the left 
side. That set-up a 10 play, 66-yard 
drive in which Billy Harrison (11 car- 
ries for 74 yards, with 68 of them 
coming in the second half) finished it 

off with a 7-yard TD run froma Tim 
Gillis pitch. Tim Gillis’ (2-4, 40 
Eenverion ‘ry and“ Wilmadea 
found themselves leading 6-0 with 
2:45 left in the first quarter. That 
was the fifth time this season in 
which the Cats scored on their first 
series of play 

After Harrison's 72nd point of 
the season, H/W punted twice and 
Kerrigan punted once. With 6:52 
left in the first half, Wilmington 
took over from a punt on the 50-yard 
line. Harrison started the series off 
with a one-yard gain. Kerrigan fol- 
lowed with a 13-yarder and a per- 
sonal foul penalty against the Gen- 
erals moved the ball to the H/W 20- 
yard line. Tim Gillis (2 carries for 22 
yards) then found a hole through the 
middle for an 8-yard keeper play 10 


set-up a second and two from the H/ 
W 12. Harrison then took a pitch 
and he was tackled for a loss of four 
in the backfield and then Dick Gillis 
(7 caries for 26 yards) got the Cats 
back to the 12-yard line when he 
gained four yards on a carry 
Wilmington was then penalized for 
a false stant penalty, which really 
cost them as the ball was moved 
back to the 17. Kemgan took the 
hand-off on fourth down and seven. 
and he was stopped at the 15-yard 
line. 

Hamilton-Wenham then took 
over from their own 15, and they put 
together a 14-play drive that started

Nothing will get solved unless 


parents act like adults

Tm pretty upset. During the 
summer, | wrote a column saying 
how great the parents from the 
Tewksbury Little League All-Star 
teams were and how collectively 
they weren't “a typical moronic 
parent.” | receive etter to the 
editor for that comment and I 
apologized for that comment - but 
this past week. I think I have 
every right to express my opinion 
about a “moronic parent.” 

A few weeks ago, I got a mess- 
age from the Austin Prep Athletic 
Director to see if I could cover a 
big game for the Austin Prep girls 
varsity soccer team who had six 
girls from Wilmington on the 
tcam. I returned the call and left 
a message for the A.D. to fax over 
any information he could about 
the girls on the team. 

The reason why I did that was 
there is no possible way I can 
cover any more than I possible do. 
During the fali season, I cover 17 
teams, which includes writing a 
couple stories on the Shawsheen 
Tech Football team (only when I 
have more time and more space). 
In the winter season, I cover 13 
teams and in the spring I cover 12 
teams. 

Pll be the first to admit that I 
should cover every team from 
Shawsheen Tech and not just the 
football team, but I just don’t have 
the time or space. And I should 
cover Shawsheen Tech teams 
more because they are a public 
school, but time and space are a 
factor. 

Besides Jeff Nazzaro covering 
Tewksbury football and Tewks- 
bury hockey, I am by myself and I 


think Ido a pretty good job of 
keeping up with the high school 
and youth sports scene in Wil- 
mington and Tewksbury. 

So anyway, after leaving the 
message with the Austin A.D., 1 
received several messages from 
parents of the soccer team for me 
to cover the same game. I was 
never in the office when those 
messages came in and not once did 
I ever talk to any parent. I didn’t 
return any of the phone calls 
because | knew I would end up 
arguing with the parents when I 
said I wasn’t going. 

Meantime, the Town Crier re- 
ceptionist, Fran Marotta, told the 
parents (and she left two messages 
for the Austin Prep A.D.) to have 
something sent over to the paper 
on the girls - maybe a picture or 
a write-up from one of the par- 
ents. If that happened, no prob- 
lem, it would get in the paper. 

Usually when normal parents of 
student-athletes who attend other 
schools like to get something in on 
their son or daughter, they call me 
up and ask politely if | can cover 
the game and if I can’t they ask 
me what can they do to help me 
out. Most parents understand that 
I can’t be in four places at once, 
but for some reason several of 
these Austin Prep girls soccer 
parents don’t understand that con- 


If I were to cover the Austin 
Prep girls soccer game, then | 
would get calls on why don’t I 
cover teams from Bishop Fen- 
wick, Phillips Academy, Presen- 
tation Of Mary Academy, Our 


Lady of Nazareth, St. John’s Prep. 
The Pingree School, Central Cath- 
olic, Governor Dummer, Belmont 
Hill, The Pike School and what 
ever other schools out there kids 
from Wilmington and Tewksbury 
attend. 

Now would it be fair for me to 
cover an Austin Prep girls soccer 
game that had six players on the 
tcam from Wilmington and not 
cover a Central Catholic hockey 
game that has three players from 
Tewksbury on it? No, it wouldn't 
be fair at all. 

To continue my story, the Gen- 
eral Manager of the Town Cricr. 
Stu Neilson, gave me a message 
last week that another parent cal 
led and asked why there hasn't 
been any coverage on the team 

Then this past Friday really 
drove me over the edge. When | 
came into the office on Friday 
afternoon, Fran told me that she 
received a phone call from an 
Austin Prep soccer mom on 
Thursday. She said that the moth- 
er would not give her name, and 
wouldn't talk to me even though I 
was in the building (1 was in the 
building attending our weekly 
staff meeting - apparently Fran 
didn’t want to bother me). 

The mother also was very upset 
according to Fran, telling her to 
thank me for nothing, thanks for 
promising them to cover them and 
not showing up and that she will 
never buy the paper again. Fran 
told this mother that physi- 
cally impossible for me to cover 
anything more than Wilmington 
and Tewksbury High School 
sports. The mother went on to say

The planning and preparing is a 
necessary chore. If you've done 
homework, Massachusetts” shotgun 
deer season offers a solid chance to 
get a Whitetail Deer for freezer or 
wall. That’s if you have done your 
homework. 

This year’s shotgun season begins 
on the 2nd of December and runs to 
the 14th of December in zones 1-11. 
In zones 12-14 it ends on the 7th of 
December. If you choose, you may 
also use a rifled slug barrel. 

Back tothe homework assignment. 
To better your chances on opening 
day, use the three S"s and CF method: 
Sight in your shotgun, scout the area 
your going to hunt, block your scent, 
look for Whitetail cover, and look for 
feeding areas. 

You cannot kill if your gun does 
not shoot straight. I recently went on 
a hunting trip to Canada and when I 
arrived I again checked the sighting 
of my slug gun before I went into the 
woods. Much to my surprise, it was 
shooting all over the place. After 
checking the gun, I found out when I 
sighted the gun in, I used Winchester 
slugs. On the trip I brought Federal 
slugsand they simply would not shoot 
straight out of my gun. I was lucky. 
One of my hunting partners had an 
extra gun. Double check that your 
gun is zeroed before the season. I 
have found 50 yards is an ideal range 
for shotgun sighting.

Scout the area you are going t 
hunt. Once the bucks grow horns 
they get indeep. You should be look- 
ing for paths and trails that look well 
traveled. As the season gets closer 
pay attention to rub and scrapes. Deer 
are like humans in this one way. they 
will take the path of least resistance 
While scouting. enter your hunting 
area at different locatioas. This gives 
you the advantage of secing new paths 
while lessening the chance of spook- 
ing the deer wut of your hunting area. 

We smell terrible to deer. It is 
important to reduce the amount of 
human scent. Use ascent free soapon 
skin and clothes or wash your clothes 
in baking soda. If you look through 
the hunting catalogs, you can find 
scent containing clothing. Rubber 
boots are the best at keeping scent off 
the ground. If you prefer wearing 
leather boots, go with a spray scent 
‘on your boots. 

If you are a stand hunter, try get- 
ting off the stand during the so-called 
unproductive hours and walk through 
some thick cover. Whitetails will lay 
low and stay still if they think it is 
unsafe to move. Follow paths into 
the season goes on you may have to 
search a little deeper. 

Deer eat what is plentiful. It can 
change from week to week. Make 
notice of what foods are available to 
them in your hunting area. Once the 
Tut starts, the bucks lose interest in 
cating but will follow the females to 
where they are eating. If the ground is 
covered with acorns, they will feed 
on those. If it is snow covered they 
may cat off the trees. Pay attention to 
where they are eating and set up your 
hunting plan around that area. 

A couple of other thoughts, you

your best shot a 
other hunters are in the ar 
the advantage of knowing the paths 
the deer travel. Also other hunters 
may force the deer to your stand. Try 
stalking if you are not getting any 
deer movement fora day or two. then 
return to your stand. You neverknow 
what they will do. so do not limit 
yourself to one plan 

Always pack for safety when go- 
ing into the woods. Carry a small day 
pack with the follow items: Water, 
knife, water proof matches, space 
blanket, poncho. high energy foods, 
rope (for dragging ). and some plastic 
gloves for gutting. Always unload 
your gun before climbing into your 
stand. Let someone know the time 
you will return from hunting and 
where you are hunting. 

There are still twoand ahalf weeks 
until opening day. not to late too do 
some homework. Doing your home- 
work is a matter of integrating the 
process into other activities. While 
walking or hiking pay attention for 
tell tale signs. When I bird hunt I 
always keep an eye for droppings, 
bedding areas, and deer trails. These 
methods cannot guarantee you will 
get your deer, but they will better 
your chances. Good Luck.

Robert Arini explained, any one 
owning a poisonous snake, such 
as the Egyptian Cobra, needs a 
permit. 

“You can count on one hand,” 
Arini said, “the number of peo- 
ple in Massachusetts that have 
the permit.” 

In fact it would take only two 
fingers of that hand to complete 
the count. 

According to Arini, the per- 
mits are not for people looking 
to keep a dangerous pet. 

Environmental Police 
Sergeant Linda Thomas 
explained that both state and 
federal laws could come into 
play with those that violate the 
permit law. In Massachusetts 
the law calls for a non-criminal 
citation resulting in a $50 fine. 


Environmental Police are also 
deputies of, can act under the 
Lacey Act which forbids the 
transporting over state lines of 
an animal that is prohibited in 
the state it is being brought too. 
Sgt. Thomas said that the penal- 
ty can be a misdemeanor or a 
felony or a civil complaint 
depending on the severity of the 
case. 

The list of animals, birds and 
fish that require a permit is 
long. It includes poisonous 
snakes in which an anti-venom 
is not readily available (accord- 
ing to one source an anti-venom 
for the cobra had to be flown in 
when it was learned in August 
that the snake had escaped 
while it was sunbathing) 

Reliable pet store operators 
or the Department of Fisheries 
and Wildlife will be able to pro- 
vide the list of pets needing per- 
mits. Not allowed are such fish 
as piranha and snakes such as 
cobras and asps etc.

McQuade notes that the ani- 
mals make excellent pets. When 
you first look at them they are 
“cute and cuddly little animals.” 

McQuade said, “They are 
very affectionate and easily 
trained.” 

According to McQuade the 
ferret needs daily attention, 
especially if it has a tendency to 
bite. He said that a half-hour 
per-day would make it secure 
enough to know that no harm 
will come to it. 

They feed on dry cat food or 
specially prepared ferret food 
that comes in packages. 
According to McQuade, the ani- 
mal is best kept in a room of its 
own. 

He warns that the skeletal 
structure of the animal is very 
soft and pliable so that owners 
should take care that it does not 
escape through small openings. 

The ferrets sold at 
Wilmington Pet come neutered 
and still need a final rabies shot. 
Because they are related to 
minks and skunks they have a 
very soft fur. 

They also require more 
bathing than a dog or cat.

I have so many projects to do around 
my house. How should I begin? 


You'll save time, money and 
a lot of frustration if you think 
a project through and carefully 
plan each step before begin- 


ning. 

For almost any undertaking, 
large or small, you'll benefit by 
drawing up your plans on 
paper. A good set of plans lets 
you see what tools you'll need 
and aids in estimating the 
amount and cost of the 
materials you'll use. It also 
helps you see the complexity of 
the entire job, so that you can 
decide whether or not you'll 
need professional help. 

When planning a large pro- 
ject, break it down into a series 
of small, manageable projects. 
This allows you to make timely 
purchases, organize your time 
and spot any work that re- 
quires a professional. 

Begin by making a sketch or 
diagram of the project. It 
needn’t be elaborate or artistic 
— simply clear enough to il- 
lustrate what you mean to do, 
showing all the parts and in- 
dicating the materials you plan 
to use. You can make simple 
outlines of the parts and use 
heavy dots of X’s for the nails, 
screws or bolts. 

Then, to ensure accurate

Some are haz- 
ardous to the environment. 

Follow label directions for 
disposal. Or contact your local 
government to learn how to 
dispose of them properly. 

Before finalizing any build- 
ing or renovation plans, review 
them with your local building 
inspector, so that you are fa- 
miliar with any related codes, 
restrictions or requirements 
and have complied with the 
law if a permit is necessary. 

Get a permit if you need 
one, and schedule any neces- 
sary inspections. Permits are 
usually required for major 
renovations, such as turning a 
garage into a guest room. But 
they also may be required for 
small jobs, such as walling in a 
wa oe a barbecue with 
a hi chimney, breaking 
through a curb to install a 
driveway, and many plumbing 
and eet electrical jobs. 

When working on a project 
that requires digging or ex- 
cavating, such as putting in a 
sidewalk, ask your local utili 
and cable companies to m: 
the location of 
cables or pipelines before you 
start digging

possible injury, liability and 
disruption of service. 


Splitting wood requires thought 


With cold weather fast 
approaching, owners of wood- 
burning stoves and fireplaces 
are beginning to stockpile their 
winter supply of firewood. 

For some people, getting 
wood is easy. Just call someone 
who sells it. Others, perhaps out 
of a commitment to a do-it-your- 
self spirit, prefer to cut their 
own. 


The Hand Tools Institute has 
some safety tips for such people.

Claw Hammers are for dri- 
ving and removing finishing and 
common unhardened nails. 
Don't strike other steel tools

When sockets should never be 
used on power or impact 
wrenches.

Never use any struck tool, 
such as a chisel or punch, that is 
chipped or mushroomed.

never be used against woodsplit- 
ting steel wedges.” This precau- 
tion will not only help prevent 
injury but will also lengthen the 
life of the tool. 

Woodsplitting wedges are 
necessary when the cutting edge 
of the axe will not do the job. 
This is normally the case when 
the diameter of the wood to be 
split is too large or the length of 
the wood is too long. In this, 
case it is recommended that a 
starting notch be made with the 
cutting edge of the maul. By 
inserting the wedge and tapping 
lightly to insure the wedge is 
firmly in place, the wood can be 

The person should position 
himself so his weight is well bal- 
anced to strike the wedge 
squarely with the face of the 
maul or sledge hammer. Avoid 
glancing blows as they would 
send the wedge flying. 

HTI recommends the user 
occasionally examine the tool 
for chip cracks or excessive 
wear. People should also rest 
frequently as fatigue can resuli 
in a miscalculated swing.
